Modification of Terms. 
Council of Fou

note will be handed to the German 
plenipotentiaries at Versailles today 
and will outline some modifications

HORTA, Azores, Thursday, 
May 22. 

T 22:10 Greenwich civil time 
A (6:10 p. m. New York time) 

the NC-1 left the water and 
took up her position in the forma- 
tion astern of the NC-3 and NC-4, 
bound for the Azores, to land at 
Horta, or Ponta Delgada, depend- 
ing on the gasoline consumption. 

The NC-1 got away with diffi- 
culty due to the heavy load she 
carried. Finally, after a long run 
on the surface, she reached plan- 
ing speed and hopped off. The 
Three and Four were far ahead. 
We could just make out the num- 
ber ‘4 in the distance. When 
night came we lost sight of the 
other plane entirely. 

No. 1 station showed up on the 
port side. It made us feel good to 
see our solid friend below us 
while we were passing over an 
array of icebergs which resem- 
bled gigantic tombstones. The 
course we followed took us over 
one iceberg just at dusk. Our al- 
titude then was 1000 feet, which 
gave us room and to spare. . 

The other station ships, placed 
50 miles apart, we passed in their 
regular order, some on one side 
and some on the other. We found 
that star shells fired by the station 
ships at night were visible for a 
much greater distance than were 
the rays of the searchlights. On 
one occasion two ships were visi- 
ble to us at the same time. 

Partially Clear Moon Rose. 

The night was well on before 
the moon rose, and we wondered 
whether the sky would prove to 
be clear or overcast. Luckily it 
was a partially clear moon that 
rose clear and full and, though 
passing clouds sometimes. ob- 
scured it, the sky could always be 
sufficiently defined to be of,ines- 
timable aid to the pilots control- 
ling the plane. 

We flew along at an altitude of 
1200 feet and got the air drift 
during the night from the drop- 
ping flares, sighting on them with 
the drift indicator. The air was 
slightly lumpy through the night. 
A station ship full in the rays of 
the moon was almost passed with- 
out being seen by us. Then it fo- 
cussed its searchlight upon us to 
attract our attention. 

Nobody on board the NC-1 slept 
during the entire flight. The time 
passed very quickly and we found 
the work of watching for the sta- 
tion ships and checking the air 
drift very interesting. Hot coffee 
and sandwiches were available for 
all hands throughout the flight. 

Finally the glow of the dawn 
appeared in the east and soon 
thereafter the sun rose. The mo- 
tors were hitting beautifully and 
we were making a good 70 miles 
per hour. Everybody was feeling 
fine and confident that nothing 
could stop us making Ponta Del- 
gada., 

Thick Overcast Patches. 

But soon we began to encounter 
thick overcast patches and the visl- 
bility became poor. As we went 
through one thick stretch station 
ship No. 16 loomed dead ahead of 
us. Some of the station ships 
radioed weather reports to us. We 
passed No. 17 on the port hand, at 
a distance of 12 miles at 10:04 
(6:04 New York time), and short- 
ly thereafter, while we were fly- 
ing at an altitude of 600 feet, we 
ran into a thick fog. 

The pilots climbed to get above 
the fog, for it was very dense and 
bedimmed their goggles and the 
glass over the instruments very 
quickly. It was almost impossible 
to read the instruments. Pilots 
Barin and Mitscher did excellent 
work and brought the plane to an 
altitude of 3000 feet, well above 
the fog. For a while there the 
sight was a beautiful one, but none 
of us could appreciate it. We could 
not see the water through the fog 
and we could not determine how 
far we were drifting. 

We dodged some fog, but soon 
encountered more. We continued 
on. side-slipping and turning in an 
effort to keep. on our course, until 
12:50 (8:59 New York time), when 
we decided to come down near the 
water and get our bearings, in- 
tending then to fly underneath the 
for. We came down to an alti- 
tude of about 75 feet. The visibil- 
ity there was about half a 
The air was bumpy and the wind 
shifted from 350 to 230 magnetic, 

Ran Into Fog and Landed. 

We changed our course to con- 
form with the new conditions and 
sent out radio signals requesting 
compass bearings by wireless. We

FARMS FOR THE SOLDIERS. 
From the Springfield (Mass).’ Republican. 


OST reassuring of the ability and) 
determination of Congress to make | 
at least a substantial beginning on a real | 
national program of reconstruction is 
the agreement which has been reacheil | 
on the soldiers’ land settlement bill. The 
measure which the leaders of both par- | 
ties in both houses have decided, after 
conference with Secretary Lane, to rush 
along to early enactment appropriates 
| $600,000,000—five times the amount of. 
| the Lane bill which failed in the last 
Congress—for the employment and set- 
tlement of soldiers on lands suitable for 
farming. The amount is sufficient to go 
ahead with on a scale big enough prac- 
tically to insure the development of many 
communities by means of which the !so- 
lation of pioneer life can be materially 
reduced. This is a highly important 
consideration. 

Under the proposed law and the aoc- 
companying regulations of the Secretary 
of the Interior, the Federal Government 
will co-operate with the states in select- 
ing land to be reclaimed, will pay $4 a 
day for work on it and will lend money 
on liberal terms to settlers. First pay- 
ments, of 5 per cent, on the cost of land, 
may be made in cash or in labor. Loans, 
not to exceed 60 per cent of the security, 
are to be payable within 40 years. No 
transfer is to be permitted by the original 
tenant within 10 years; after that consent 
to transfer must be obtained from the 
Secretary of the Interior. When any 
State provides 25 per cent of funds nec- 
essary for a reclamation project as pro- 
posed by the bill, the Secretary may au-/|§ 
thorize the stale to direct it and may 
provide for reimbursement of the funds 
employed. Co-operation with other 
agencies than states is permitted in a 
similar way. 

That the plan has every chance of suc- 
ceeding is supported by the experience of 
Canada and other British lands, and by 
the response in many American army 
camps to the inquiry sent out by Secre- 
tary Lane some months ago. In its new 
form the proposed law is more attractive 
than before. Unemployment continues.in 
many industrial centers and nearly a mil- 
lion American soldiers are still to come 
home from overseas. The bill, belated as 
it is, will come before Congress with the 
time still opportune. 
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FOR A RIVER TROLLEY LOOP. 

Plans for a trolley loop traversing both sides of the 
river for an approximate distance of three miles and 
crossing by the free bridge and the McKinley bridge 
have been elaborated by Supt. C. S. Butts of the munici- 
pal structure. It would afford service on both sides to 
points some distance back from the river and connect 
important residence districts of Venice, Brooklyn, Na- 
tional City and East 8t. Louis with the shopping 
district of St. Louis. After conferences with officials 
of the McKinley line and the East St. Louis @ Suburban 
Railway, Mr. Butts believes both systems would co- 
operate in the establishment of the loop. Existing lines 
of the two are so located that the construction of only 
about one mile of new track at a cost of $75,000 would 
be necessary. 

Whatever the utilization made of the free bridge tracks 
by future suburban system, this local loop would form 
a very practical link in the communications of the sev- 
eral cities traversed. It would have-a total length of 
10.24 miles and with fares fixed at a reasonable figure 
would. undoubtedly develop a large traffic in time. To 
/make it easier to get from one side of the river to the. 
other—a trip still surrounded with some difficulties—is 

a sound business policy for the future.
